Subject Import Policy for bleaching paste and bleaching penodtr (S. No. 23 IV) during 
October, 1957 —March, 19; 8. 

No. 79-ITC(PN)/j7 — Attention of importers is invited to the policy indicated for b'caching 
paste and bleaching powder (S. No. 23/V) in Sect on II ei the current Red Book. 

2. As a result of representations received from the trade, it has been decided to permit 
importf of ‘Bleaching powder’ to established importers on a quota of 151% of half of their best year’s 
imports during the period October, 1957—March, 195B. 

3. The existing entries against S. No. 23/V in Section II of the current Red Book may be 
deemed to have been substituted by the following 
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23/V Bleaching paste and Ports , 15% Six ( i) Licences will be valid only 

bleaching powder. months. for the import of stabilised 

bleaching powder containing 
a minimum of 33% chlorine. 

(ii) Licences will be issued subject 
10 the condition that the 
licence holders should send 
monthly returns to the licensing 
authorities with a copy to the 
Industrial Adviser (Chemicals), 
Ministry of Commerce and 
Industry furnishing the follow¬ 
ing information :—■ 

(a) Quantity actually imported 
during the month against 
each licence ; 
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( b ) Sales made during the 
month ; 

(c) Person or persons to whom 
sales have been made ; and 

(d) Price at which the bleach¬ 
ing powder has been sold. 

N. B _It may, however, be noted that 

details of sales of bleaching 
powder in respect of quantities 
below io cwts. need not be 
Bhown in the returns. In such 
cases, only the total quantity of 
sale may be indicated. As re¬ 
gards sales of quantities above 
io cwts., importers are re¬ 
quired to furnish detailed in¬ 
formation as prescribed above, 

(Hi) Quota licences will be issued 
subject to the condition that 
90% of the quantity imported 
should be supplied to Munici¬ 
palities and other Government 
Departments for sanitation 
purpose. The sales of this 
chemical for purposes other 
than sanitation will be only in 
accordance with the directions 
from the Development Wing. 

C iv ) Quota licences for bleaching 
powder will also be subject to 
any other conditions as the 
Government may impose in 
regard to sale price and distri¬ 
bution of this chemical. 


4. Established importers should submit their applications to the licensing authority concerned 
in the usual form and manner by the 15th January, 1958.
